Claims 2-3, 8, 10, 13-14 and 17 were amended as set forth below, in order to 
correct grammatical problems and minor inconsistencies, and without materially 
affecting claim scope. The amendments were made to expedite prosecution in the 
instant application. 

Claim 2 was cancelled and replaced with new claim 39.

(b) [a] the genetic isozyme typing profile [in accordance with the profile] for inbred 
corn plant 5750 shown in Table [8] 7.—
